The fate of Hanson Park will be decided Tuesday by 
voters of Crawford County. 

County residents will be asked to approve a quarter mill 
for two years to help support the operation of Hanson Park. 

“If the proposal passes, tax rates for county residents 
won't increase,” points out Marty VanDeVen, chairman for 
the Grayling Recreational Authority. 

The Commission on Aging is asking for a quarter mill — 
a reduction from the half mill approved three years ago. 

“Both the Hanson Hills millage and the Commission on 
Aging millage could pass and the tax rate won’t change,” 
VanDeVen said. 

Tf the Hanson Hills proposal fails, the 285-acre park 
reverts to the military. The park is currently leased to the

VanDeVen also says the park is offering reductions in ski 
memberships this year if the park remains open. Family 
memberships have been reduced from $200 last year to $100 
this year for all county residents and taxpayers. Single 
memberships have been cut from $90 to $45, and tows and 
rental fees will be dropped 40 percent for all county residents 
and taxpayers. 

Hanson Hills is the oldest ski park in Michigan but also 
hosts the Crawford County Fair, 4-H activities, the Grayling 
Winter Sports Carnival, and other events year-round. 

The quarter mill will raise about $48,500 the first year 
starting in 1985. VanDeVen said the GRA would probably 
borrow money if the millage is approved and divide that 
amount by three years instead of two years so the park can 
operate this year as well as the next two years. 

The park has beén in financial problems for several 
years. The GRA was going to vote to close the park this 
August before citizens stepped in urging them to try for‘a 


county-wide millage. 

A half miil for county-wide recreation which included a 
quarter mill for operation of Hanson Hills was defeated in the 
August election 1102 to 993. 

The park needs about $100,000 to operate for one year. 
The GRA is hoping the millage will help support revenues 
from memberships, rental equipment, tow fees, and other 
fees at the park. 

The GRA board says they will close the park without 
millage support because they have begged and borrowed too 
long to stay open. VanDeVen estimates the park would fall 
$20,000 in debt without millage help this winter. 

The park was about $12,000 in debt before service groups 
me individual donations again helped bail the park out this 
fall, 

Currently the park is without a manager because there 
are no funds to pay for one. 

VanDeVen says the park will open this winter, though, if 
the millage does pass. 


Loss of Revenues from Proposai C 
Could Top *500,000 in County 


The Crawford AuSable School District and the county 


government could be the hardest hit by Proposal C, but the 
City of Grayling, the six townships, the county road com- 
mission, and state services in the area could also be affected 


‘by the state proposal. 


The school district would lose $268,000 if C passes unless 
voters approved the extra tax revenues within 90 days. The 
$268,000 is the amount of extra tax revenues the school 
district has collected since 1981 as a result of higher S.E.V.’s 
in the district. The district held Truth in Taxation hearings 
each year to approve the extra revenues but Proposal C 
would take it away because there wasn’t a vote of the people. 

The county would lose $159,000 unless voters approved 
the extra tax revenues. The $159,000 is also from extra tax 
revenues due to increasing S$... V.’s. 

The county would also lose money from state and federal 
revenue sharing. 

County treasurer Joe Wakeley said if the state suffers 
financially from Proposal C, it could affect the bond market 
for the county. The county might have to pay more on in-

An Army Explosive Ord- 
nance Disposal unit 
detonated a light anti-tank 
round in downtown Grayling 
Friday night. Flame from 
the explosion burst 15 feet in 
the air and filled the small 
alley for a moment behind 
Weaver’s Gift Shop, where 
the bomb was discovered. 

The anti-tank round - con- 
taining about as much ex- 
plosive as two hand 
grenades - had been stored in 
Weaver’s Gift Shop for at 
least seven years, said store 
owner Tom Gibbons. 

His sons found the bomb in 
a field and figured it was a 
dud. Gibbons recently want- 
ed to display it and asked 
National Guardsman Wayne 
Wells from Camp Grayling 
to check out the bomb. 

Wells determined the 
bomb was still live and had 
the shop closed at about 2 
p.m. 

U.S. Army Sgt. Frank 
Bucci and Pvt. James Har- 
ker of the 75th E.0.D. unit 
drove from Selfridge Air 
National Guard Base in Mt. 
Clemens and arrived here by 
6 p.m. 

While city police and the 
sheriff dept. evacuated the 
area and rerouted traffic, 
the fire dept. helped the city 
crew and gas and power 
companies turn off lines 
near the area. 


Bucci then tied a rope 
around the bomb = and 
dragged it five feet outside of 
the store. He said regula- 
tions say the bomb should 
not be moved. They moved it 
outside instead of blowing it 
up there to save the store, 
which recently underwent 
extensive remodeling. 


Bucci was standing about 
a half block away when he 
dragged the bomb out of the 


Store with the rope and still 
managed to place it where 
he wanted in the alley. He 
and Harker then dug ditches 
to protect water and gas 
lines during the explosion 
and placed sandbags three 
feet high around the bomb. 
The feam used about a 
pound of explosives to set the 
homb off. The blast was 
heard throughout most of the 
city of Grayling. The Gray- 
ling Restaurant, Weaver’s 


Gift Shop, and the Golden 
Touch were slightly 
damaged. 

Camp Grayling officers 
said that type of round is 
only fired on one fenced 
range near Camp Grayling. 
They urge all residents and 
tourists to leave military 
ordnance alone on_ the 
ranges. They also said 
anyone with ordnance in 
their house should call Camp 
Grayling immediately. 


Commission on Aging Seeks 


Millage Reduction for 2 Years 


The county Commission on 
Aging is seeking a quarter 
mill to offer the same ser- 
vices and more for the next 
two years. 

The quarter mill is a 
reduction from the-haif mill 
passed three years ago. 

Sherry Haag, new project 
manager, says the Com- 
mission on Aging can offer 
the same services and more 
for a reduction in millage 
because of a reorganization 
in the commission. 

Two administrative 
salaries and fringe benefits 
totaling close to $40,000 have 
been dropped. The new posi- 
tion of project manager 


replaces the two administra- 
tive spots and Haag’s salary 
of $13,500 is paid mainly by 
North East Michigan Com- 
munity Service Agency. 

The millage of $48,500 a 
year will go toward rent for 
offices and the recreation 
room at the Grayling 
Housing project, rent for the 
RSVP office, and adminis- 
trative costs for programs. 

The Commission on Aging 
currently is providing 
congregate dining at the 
Lawndale site and satellite 
dinners at Lovells, South 
Branch, and Frederic, meals 
on wheels, homemaker ser- 
vices, information and 


referral, outreach, telephone 
reassurance, friendly 
visitor, tax assistance, blood 
pressure, vial of life, enrich- 
ment classes, handicapped 
program, exercise class, 
movies,. bicycling class, 
travel programs, and special 
speakers on senior citizen 
issues. 

Haag says the commission 
hopes to be able to offer new 
programs soon such as con- 
sumers education classes, 
self help seminars, and 
others, 

If the millage is defeated, 
the Commission on Aging 
would be unable to pay the

Hearings on Michigan's 
Election Process Undertaken

Computer foul-ups, absen- 
tee ballot abuse and outright 
voter fraud are all under the 
legislative microscope, as 
the first of a series of three 
public hearings has now 
been held to take testimony 
on Michigan’s voter regis- 
tration and elections 
process. 

A variety of concerns 
relating to Michigan elec- 
tions led to the calling of the 
hearings, conducted by the 
Senate Administration and 
Rules Committee, of which I 
am a member, and the 
Senate Majority Counsel’s 
office. 

The first of three-hour 
hearing, held in Saginaw, 
drew a large response with a 
number of people testifying 
about a major computer 
error which casts doubt on 
the outcome of a number of

Future testimony, at 
scheduled hearings in 


Detroit and Ann Arbor, will 
focus not only on computer 
errors, but also on misuse of 
absentee ballots, the 
methods of tabulating com- 
puter punch card ballots; the 
practice of registering large 
blocks of voters through 
churches, senior citizen cen- 
ters and public agencies; 
and even the registering of 
large numbers of the men- 
tally handicapped and teen- 
agers, aS was recently found 
in southeast Michigan. 

The panel will also be 
looking at the accuracy of 
voter registration lists; the 
practice of collecting absen- 
tee ballots at a central loca- 
tion and delivering them to 
the clerk’s office, and ballot 
printing errors, such as one 
recently found on _ the 
Supreme Court listing on 
Detroit-area absentee 
ballots. 

Another potential topic is 
the disproportionate growth 
of absentee balloting, and its 
use by individuals who are 
not ill, out of town, or aged, 
as the law requires. 
Proposed legislative 
changes, like registering by 
mail through the Secretary 
of State’s office and purging 
inactive voter lists, may also 
be discussed. 


This bipartisan study is 
being held in the hope that it 
will draw attention to areas 
of inefficiency, tampering, 
and outdated election prac- 
tices in Michigan. 

The desired outcome? Im- 
proved accuracy of current 
voter lists, the elimination of 
questionable or fraudulent 
practices, the implementa- 
tion of modern, up-to-date 
computer systems, and an 
all-round better under- 
standing of Michigan’s elec- 
tion operations and ways 
they can be improved. 

Is anything more impor- 
tant in Michigan’s - and 
America’s - political system 
than the validity of the votes 
we cast? I don’t think so, and 
that’s why 1 applaud this im- 
portant study.

By Boots  Randolph’s 
calculations, there are 22,643 
guitars in Nashville - and 
just one saxophone. 

For only a few months 
each year, however, there’s 
not even that lone saxophone 
in Nashville, as the 
“Yackety-Sax” man and his 
10 piece band take to the 
road, 

Randoiph is performing at 
8:00 p.m. on Saturday, 
November 3rd in the Kirt- 
land Community College 
Auditorium. The concert is 
an extended version of the 
show he performs six nights 
a week at his Nashville 
nightclub. 

“T think it’s as good a 
variety in an hour and fifteen 
minutes at the club as you’ll 
see anywhere - including 
said Randolph.

Backing Randolph are a

Jones 
plays tunes ranging from 
“Orange Blossom Special’ 
to ‘‘Malaguena’”’ all with a 
truly dazzling finger-picking 
style.

decision in 1977 to quit the 
highly successful tours with 
Chet Atkins and Floyd 
Cramer and devote full time 
to the Nashville tourist 
trade. 

He devoted not only time 
but money - putting $700,000 
into a building just across 
Printers Alley from the 
Carousel Club, where he has 
been a star performer since 
arriving in Nashville in 1961. 

Ironically, he didn’t then 
and still doesn’t consider 
himself a country musician. 
“Country music is the way a 
song is performed,” he ex- 
plained. ‘It’s not the song. 
People like Ray Charles 
have proven that. My style is 
more or less a jazzed up 
country version - a little 
more clean than country.”’ 

Homer Randolph (he 
swears he doesn’t know how 
he came by his nickname) 
was raised in the country, in 
Paducah and Cadiz, Ken- 
tucky, and E:vansville, In- 
diana. The son of a fiddle 
player, he took up ukelele 
and later trombone to play in 
family bands. 

After learning saxophone 
in high school, he began to 
develop his own style, which 
he describes as ‘‘a stacatto 
style with a little jazz. It 
changed the phrasing 
around.” 

In 1958, Randolph and his 
co-composer James Rich 
sent off a tape of a song 
called ‘‘Yackety Sax’ to 
Chet Atkins. The tune hit big 
and Randolph moved to 
Nashville. He fronted a 
popular combo at the 
Carousel Club playing 
“everything from soup to 
nuts,’ and for 15 years he 
was featured as both per- 
former and emcee on the 
Festival Stars tours with 
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Cramer and Atkins. 

One of the primary 
reasons for Randolph’s 
move to his own club was to 
provide tourists with the 
type of name entertainment 
they expect to see in Nash- 
ville. Although many coun- 
try artists, including George 
Jones, Faron Young, Ronnie 
Prophet and Jerry Reed, 
have put their names on 
clubs, “They show up open- 
ing night and never come 
back,” Randolph said. ‘This 
is terrible. You shouldn't do 
that to people.”’ 

Ioxcept for the few months 
in the off season when Ran- 
dolph tours, people who go to 
Boots Randolph’s club see 
the Boots Randolph Show six 
nights a week. 

“This is the same show 
that appears at my dinner 
club,” said Randolph of his 
touring group, “Til guaran- 
tee that anybody that comes 
is going to enjoy it.”

Dial-A-Ride Finishes Year in Black 


The Crawford County Dial-A-Ride system completed its 
fiscal year 1983/1984 operations as of September 30, 1984. Pre- 
liminary figures indicate that the systern’s total expendi- 
tures were more than $60,000 below budgeted spending 
levels. Additionally, revenues exceeded budgeted expecta- 
tions by nearly $20,000. 

“Savings approaching this magnitude were an absolute 
necessity,” said Dave Frederick, Director of the Crawford 
County Transportation Authority. ‘During fiscal years 81/82 
and 82/83 Dial-A-Ride expenditures were increasing so rapid- 
ly that the system was on the verge of surpessing expen- 
diture levels which the 3/4 mill local support would under- 
write. In other words, if the system had not come in substan- 
tially under budget during fiscal year 83/84, then it would 
have been confronted with an illegal as well as intolerable 
deficit.” 

In response to the question as to what specific steps were 
taken to achieve the reduced expenditure level, Frederic 
replied: “‘A compliance audit, conducted by staff members 
of the Michigan Department of Treasury, is currently in 
progress. The results of that audit should serve to answer 
that question in a very specific fashion. However, suffice it to 
say for now, that achieving those spending reductions proved 
to be far easier than anticipated. Noe reductions in hours of

reductions. Nor can any administrative decision be credited 
as having a major impact. About all that was necessary was 
to keep a close eye on expenditure levels and tighten up on 
accounting procedures.” 

When asked to account for the increased revenues 
Frederick said: ‘“‘Once again I am going to have to defer to 
the forthcoming audit. However, this section of the audit is 
going to make for some very interesting reading. For exam- 
ple, over $13,000 of the increased level of receipts was 
achieved through fare box revenues. The aspect of this which 
is particularly difficult to explain is how it was possible. This 
increased level of receipts was achieved: (1) without any 
level of expansion in service area; (2) without any increase 
in rate structures; and (3) without any documentable in- 
crease in ridership. In short, under the circumstances it was 
seemingly impossible for us to significantly increase our fare 
box revenues. However, quite the opposite proved to be the 
case. Those revenues not only increased, they increased 
significantly.” 

In response to the question of the increased revenues or 
reduced expenditures being related to the investigation re- 
garding alledged criminal misconduct within the system, 
Frederick declined to answer.

Mercy Hospital Adds 
“MercyCare Clinic’ 


Beginning November 1, 
Grayling Mercy Hospital 
will be treating patients in 
the ‘“MercyCare  Clinic’’ 
located at the hospital adja- 
cent to the emergency room. 
The new clinic will treat 
patients with minor injuries 


and illnesses after 
physicians’ offices have 
closed and on weekends and 
holidays. 


Jim Packard, vice presi- 
dent of Mercy Hospital, said 
the clinic has been establish- 
ed to fill a need not presently 
being addressed. 
“Previously, if an individual 
became ill, or received a 
minor injury after the doc- 
tors’ offices had closed, or on 
weekends or holidays, they 
had to go to the hospital 
emergency room for 
medical attention. Now, a 
person can come te the clinic 
and receive treatment at a 
lower cost than regular 
emergency room rates.” 
“Of course,’ explained Mr. 
Packard, ‘‘the clinic fee does 
not include any charges for 
x-rays, laboratory work, or 
other services which might 
be required in treating the 
.patient.” 

Mary Allen, RN, nursing 
coordinator for emergency 
room services, said when 
patients come to the clinic, 
they will be examined by a 
nurse and a determination 
will be made whether to send 
the patient to the emergency 
room, or to the clinic. Clinic 
patients will be seen by a 
physician as promptly as 
possible, however, Mrs. 
Allen explained, “‘if there is 
a serious emergency in the 
emergency room, clinic 
patients may have a short 
wait.” This is not a problem, 
added Mrs. Allen, ‘most 
patients understand the 
priorities in an emergency 
Situation.” 

The final decision for 
which patients will be seen in 
the clinic will rest with the 
physician. Some examples of 
conditions that will be treat- 
ed in the clinic are cold sym- 
ptoms, earaches, sore 
throats, flu, suture removal, 
dressing changes, minor 


bruises and scratches. 

Mercy Hospital officials 
are excited about the clinic. 
Mr. Packard said the clinic 
idea is being implemented in 
hosptials all over the coun- 
try. It’s a good idea because 
it stresses health care cost 
containment, a growing con- 
cern among health care pro- 
fessionals and the govern- 
ment. ‘“The clinic is just one 
phase of our continuing ef- 
fort to reduce health care 
costs,” said Mr. Packard, 
adding, ‘‘additionally, we 
are providing a  much- 
needed service to the com- 
munity.” 

Physicians are supporting 
the hospital in establishing 
the clinic, said Mr. Packard. 
“The clinic provides low cost 
care to individuals during 
times when they cannot get 
in to see their physician, 
therefore, the clinic is a 
back-up for the physician’s 
office,” Mr. Packard said. {n 
fact, patients are en- 
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couraged to follow-up their 
clinic visit with an appoint- 
ment at their family physi- 
cian’s office. If a patient is 
new to the area, or for some 
reason does not have a 
physician in the area, clinic 
personnel will provide infor- 
mation to assit the patient in 
selecting a local physician. 
Mercy Hospital experien- 
ces over 10,000 emergency 
room visits per year. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Packard, 


many of these will qualify ~ 


for the lower cost clinic ser- 
vices.
